VICHY, Unoccupied France, 
April 20.—(#)—Speaking tonight 
amidst new stirrings of unrest and 
Nazi orders for the execution of 
30 more Frenchmen, - pro-Axis 
Pierre Laval branded France’s 
1939 declaration of war a “crime” 
and told the French people the 
condition for peace in Europe lay 
in friendship between France and 
Germany. 

In his first broadcast as chief of 
government, Laval placed blame 
for France’s predicament upon the 
old republican regime, declaring 
that he had “no responsibility 
whatever in the misfortune which 
has befallen us.’ 

He appealed to Frenchmen to 
support his new government with 
the assertion that their choice now 
lay between rapprochement with 
Germany or “seeing our civiliza- 
tion disappear.”

The girl is Helen Kilpatrick, of | 
981 Columbia avenue, N. E., sec- 
retary to the manager of a film 
concern, and the message came to 
her via news dispatches from the 
Pacific war zone. 

Her “boy friend,” Lieutenant 
Jim Oliver, of Atlanta, was aboard 


a plane which destroyed a Jap- 
anese merchant ship in a recent 
raid, according to a press service | 
story. 

In telling the correspondent of 
the raid, Lieutenant Oliver asked 
that his parents, Lieutenant and 
Mrs. J. B. Oliver, of Fort Jackson, 
S. C., and Miss Kilpatrick be noti- 
fied that he was having “the time 
of my life.” 

The young lieutenant’s father 
formerly was stationed at Fort 
McPherson, and at one time served 
in the Philippines. 

The younger Oliver, 23, grad- 
uated from the Army Flying 
School at Maxwell Field, Ala., last 
July. He was stationed for a while 
in Hawaii and later he was heard 
from in Australia. 

Miss Kilpatrick said she was 
“thrilled” when a Constitution re- 
porter read her the message from 
Oliver. She admitted she is now 
wearing Lieutenant Oliver’s Army 
Air Corps insignia—‘if that 
means anything.” 

She heard from him about two 
weeks ago by cablegram, she 
added, 

Lieutenant Oliver’s plane was 
one of nine which raided a Japa- 
nese port and airdrome, hitting 
several ships and destroying planes 
on the ground.

All these vessels 
except the submarine which was 
attacked by Grenfell were destroy- 
ed in Japanese waters and in all 
instances the attacks against the 
surface ships were driven home in 
the face of intensive air and ene- 
my surface patrols. 

Only one American submarine 
was slightly damaged. 

Those to receive Navy Crosses, 
in addition to Grenfell, were Lieu- 
tenant Commanders David C. 
White, 38, of San Diego, Cal.; 
Lewis S. Parks, 40, of Wilmington, 
Del.; and Stanley P. Moseley, 38, 
of Fort Worth, Texas. 


All the surface ship sinkings 
were previously reported individ- 
ually by the Navy, but no details 
were given out. 

Parks won his Navy Cross for 
destroying a 17,000-ton enemy 
vessel while undergoing severe 
bombing and depth charge attacks 
that partially disabled his subma- 
rine, although he and his crew 
escaped with their ship and none 
was injured. 

Parks sighted the enemy vessel 
and was maneuvering into position 
to fire his torpedoes when his sub- 
marine was discovered by Japa- 
nese planes and surface craft. The 
enemy attacked with bombs and 
depth charges, but Parks deter- 
minedly worked his sbumersible

WASHINGTON, April 20.—(P) 
The government sought injunc- | 
tions today against two large steel 
corporations accused of raged |

Justice Department 
filed suits in federal district courts 
at Wilmington, Del., against Car- 
negie-Illinois Steel Corporation and 
at Pittsburgh against Jones and 
Laughlin Steel Corporation asking 
that they be forced to comply 
“with all provisions of WPB regu- 
lations and orders.” 


An official said the department 


would seek to expedite the cases. 
Both companies have denied ihe 
charges. 

The complaint said that unless 
injunctions were granted, other 
producers of steel would “consider 
themselves to be compelled by eco- 


nomic necessity to refuse to com- 


ply” with WPB rules,

Tomorrow night will bring “The Barber of 
Seville’ and Thursday night will close the sea- 
son with the popular Lily Pons in “The Daugh- 
ter of the Regiment.” 

No man can foretell, today, whether there 
will be an opera season in Atlanta one year 
from now. As is true of every activity of normal 
times. its continuance is at the mercy of the 
war and the necessities thereby imposed. 

However, whether or not we can enjoy the 
glories of supreme opera in 1943, we can, this 
week, bathe our spirits in the music, the color 
and the art of three works which could not 
have been bettered for selection. “Carmen” 
is one of the most popular and this year it is 


said to be presented in a new and strikingly

Strategic Malta 
The British island fortress of Malta straddles 
the Axis supply line across the Mediterranean 
sea to north Africa. It stands only sixty miles 
from Sicily, just off the Italian “boot,” and a 
little over two hundred miles from Tripoli, the 


main Axis base in Africa. 
To say that Malta is a thorn in the Axis flesh 


would be temporizing with the facts. It has. 


heen bombed some two thousand times—and is 
being bombed every day—which speaks elo- 
quently enough for its effectiveness against the 
Germans and Italians. It is said to have cost 
the Axis over sixty per cent of all supplies, 
troops, machines and guns sent to Rommel’s 
army in Libya, to say nothing of the hundreds 
of planes brought down in the futile attempt 
to batter it into uselessness. 

Without doubt, it is one of the war’s best 
defended strategic positions, as well as the 
most bombed spot in the world. Bombers and 
fighter planes find a safe hiding place in han- 
gars dug in limestone hills, and take off from 
fields smoothed out of the same material. Sub- 
marines glide in and out of Valletta, the chief 
port, where docks are maintained to accomo- 
date warships up to cruiser size. Its shores 
bristle with big guns from end to end and the 
sea is planted all around with electric mines. 
The heaviest concentration of antiaircraft fire 
in the world is centered there. 

The island’s quarter of a million people take 
to the rocky excavations provided for their 
protection with considerable nonchalance after 
two thousand raids, but the attacks grow 
heavier and more intense each day. Recently, 
the chief German air-blitzkrieger, Marshal 
Kesselring, who directed the destruction of 
Coventry and Warsaw, arrived in Sicily to take 
care Of Malta; but the Axis continues to get 
the worst of it. In one raid twenty-two planes 
were brought down on the island and fifty more 
were unable to get back to the base in Sicily. 

The importance of Malta to the Allied cause 
stands almost second to none. It lies half-way 
between the great British bases of Alexandria 
and Gibraltar—two thousand miles apart. Its 
fall would be calamitous; but this is unlikely, 
for the British can scarcely be accused of “lack 
of foresight” in this particular instance, as the 
Axis may well testify.

Let Us Give Thanks 

All Atlanta should give reverent thanks to 
God today that the fire at Maddox Junior High 
school occurred on Sunday evening, when there 
were no children in the wooden fire trap 
buildings. Had that blaze come while school 
was in session there would have been many 
homes weeping, today, for the bright young 
lives that had been smothered out under the 
smoke and flame. 

The wooden buildings at Maddox Junior 
High have, for years, been a shame and a dis- 
grace to Atlanta. That they constituted a 
potential fire trap everyone who had seen 
them, knew. The way they burned on Sunday 
provided final, conclusive evidence that the 
lives of all the students have been in peril 
every moment they have occupied the building. 

The same situation still prevails at Murphy 
Junior High. 

Whether or not the city, even if it provides 
the funds, can secure necessary building ma- 
terial to construct a permanent, safe school for 
the pupils of Maddox High, or another to re- 
place the wooden shacks at Murphy High, is 
extremely doubtful under war-time priority 
regulations. 

Efforts have been made, in the past, to se- 
cure funds to replace these two fire traps but 
always the bond issues required have been de- 
feated by lack of sufficient voters to approve 
them. 

Now, when a disastrous fire, which was 
not a holocaust only by the grace of Providence, 
drives the lesson home, it may be too late to 
do anything about it. 

Never was the necessity of universal exer- 
cise of the ballot driven home more dramat- 
ically. The responsibility for the continuance 
in use of these ancient wooden school build- 
ings must be shared by the city fathers who 
have failed to provide funds, year after year, 
and the negligent citizens who did not vote to 
ratify proposed bond issues to raise the money.

Doctors Must Be Provided 

From every rural community, from every 
country district, from the cities, even, come 
reports of a distressing shortage of doctors, as 
a result of the war. 

Of course, it is not reasonable to expect 
physicians to be created overnight, to fill the 
need, any more than horses can be manufac- 
tured in factory double shifts to pull non- 
existent buggies that seem so likely to he in 
demand within the year; but it is certainly 
reasonable to hope, as in the case of horses 
and buggies, the people of the nation will be 
given the services of those competent doctors 
who are already in their midst and rea’iy to 
go to work. 

Some 6,000 foreign physicians—refugees 
from the iron heel of European conquest—have 
found haven in the United States. Only 3,500, 
however, have been licensed to practice. While 
a handful of these have been enabled to carry 
on their special research work in American 
universities, most of them have become general 
practitioners in hard-pressed country districts 
previously without the adequate service of a 
doctor. Thus about 2,500 continue idle so far 
as their special usefulness is concerned, or 
waste their medical skill operating elevators or 
in the role of male nurses, 

Some communities are so badly in need of a 
physician they will pay the expenses of a 


. refugee to settle there and take up practice; 


but the hitch lies in the fact that thirty-nine 
states decline, outright, to license foreign-born 
or foreign-trained doctors. On top of this, the 
National Board of Medical Examiners, which 
practically guides the reins in forty-three ste tes, 
has ruled it will qualify only graduates of United 
States schools; all of which is probably fo be 
commended in normal times. But haveft the 
gentlemen heard that the whole world is at 


war? 

It is not proposed that the bars be let down 
to permit every grave-looking individual with 
a satchel come into the field of American medi- 
cine; far from it. But to refuse licenses to 
qualified men because of the fear of foreign 
competition, which is one of the excuses given, 


is a bit too ingenuous. , 

The surgeon general of the United States, 
Dr. Thomas Parran, expresses his opinion in 
the matter in brief, but forceful words: “We 
should give all doctors who are qualified an 
opportunity to help meet the growing shortage 
of medical personnel.” The growing shortage— 
not merely the existing shortage, it should: be 


noted.

“_-AND ‘AMEN’ STUCK IN MY THROAT.” Joe Goebbels, 
that sinister 


little murderer, reminded me of the play “Macbeth,” act one, scene 
two. Macbeth had just returned from murdering Duncan and is 
telling how the two drunken grooms did mutter and talk in their 
sleep as he approached to kill them and pin 
the murder on their dead and mute bodies. 
Macbeth—One cried “‘God bless us,” and 
“Amen” the other, 
As they had seen 
man's hands: 
Listening their 
“Amen,” 
When they did say, “God bless us.” 
Lady Macbeth—Consider it not so deeply. 
Macbeth—But wherefore could I not pro- 
nounce “Amen?” 
I had most need of blessing, and “Amen” 
stuck in my throat. 
I thought of that when I read where Joe 
Goebbels had asked the Germans to pray for 
Hitles and where Hitler said he would pray for 
victory. 
Now, what puzzles me is this—to whom does 
Hitler pray? 

Not to God, surely, because he has put himself above God and 
has encouraged the Germans to worship the old pagan gods of 
ancient Germany when blood was drunk from skulls and when 
the Germans were honest murderers. 

He has told the Germans to forget all about the Man from 
Nazareth, because the Man from Nazareth was a gentle, kind man 
who asked us to forgive our enemies and to be tolerant and decent. 
He told the Germans that was a lot of rubbish—this business of 
being kind. He said that the philosophy was to crush and punish 
enemies. To tolerate no opposition. To be cruel and ruthless. 
He preached living dangerously and he said that Jesus Christ wags 
just another propaganda agent of the Jews. So, I wonder to whom 
Hitler prays? 

And also if “Amen” does not stick in his throat. 


THE GERMANS CAN PRAY, The Germans can pray to Hits 
ler. Indeed, you may go te 
the cemeteries and see on the tombstones: 
“Here lies in the faith of Adolf Hitler, 
Henrich Schmidt, born 1912, died 1935.” 

Close beside him will be an old tombstone of his father 
mother. It will read, if that of his father: 

‘““Here lies in the faith of Jesus Christ, 
John Schmidt, born 1872, died 1917.” 

But of course, that was before the new order and before Hitler 
came along and said that even when one person should meet another 
on the street or on entering the shop they should raise their right 
arms in the Nazi salute and say, ‘‘Heil Hitler.” They did, too. And 
the Nazi party members did it so stiffly and so emphatically that 
you wanted to laugh right out loud and sometimes did in the days 
before the war began. 

I'll tell you what I saw in Vienna, and I took a photograph of: 
it just to bring away as an answer to doubters. 

When the Germans took Austria and Vienna, they put up in 
the great entry way close to a department store a bust of Adolf 
Hitler. It was on a pedestal and a soldier stood on guard on each 
side of it. 

The people who came by had to bow to that bust. They came, 
many of them in worship and knelt before it and threw flowers at 
the base of the pedestal. The whole floor in front of it was cove 
ered with flowers. 

That same night in Vienna I heard Hitler make a speech in 
which he sajd that he knew he was chosen by God to do the 
mission of bringing Germany to power. He pointed out how smart 
it was of God to reach down and take an ex-corporal of the first 
world war and enable him to do these things. 

This puzzled me, too, because all along he was saying how 
stupid it was of the Germans to believe in the Christian God. 

The Austgians were muchly put out, 


“GOD'S GREETINGS.” 
too. They had a customary greeting 


which was the tip of the hat and the words, “God's greetings.” 

Hitler changed that. They had to “Heil Hitler.” And quit the 
foolishness of saying anything about “God's greetings.” 

I wonder, though, if there aren't a few thousand Germans and 
Austrians who are praying to the God who is older and more welle 
thought-of than even Adolf Hitler? 

As the casualty lists come back from Russia and as planes are 
shot down over England and the other fronts, there must be sev- 
eral thousands of mothers and fathers and wives and sweethearts 
who are getting very little comfort out of praying to Hitler and 
who are offering up a few prayers to God. 

Indeed, it may be that those prayers will begin to go up in such 
numbers they will fill the sky and the German planes can’t fly 
well because of the air filled with prayers and maybe God will 
become bored with Hitler as he became bored with Napoleon. 

Hitler and hjs gang of corrupt murderers must come to an end. 
No one can s when. But yesterday, on the birthday of the 
man who has brought more sorrow to the world than any other 
man in history, it seemed to me they themselves were beginning 
to doubt. °

In a Nation at War There Are 
No Rights That Conflict With 
the Nations Safety 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Labor trouble of one kind or another will handicap our war 
effort, and thus endanger all of us, until the whole matter is brought 
into the light and discussed frankly and honestly; until congressmen 
sacrifice politics to the welfare of the country; and until the Presi- 
dent decides upon a definite labor policy for the duration of the war. 

The people of America have. no quarrel with workers. It would 
be a quarrel with themselves, for nearly all of them earn their 
bread by some kind of toil. 

There are 71,700,000 qualified workers in America—that is. per- 
sons between 18 and 65 who are physically and mentally fit. Of 
these, AFL claims 4,569,056 as dues-paying members, and CIO 
claims 5,000,000 signed as members, though refusing to report the 
number paying dues. 

If these figures are accepted, it means that something less tnan 
ten million are organized, and these are approximately one-eighth 
of the nation’s potential workers. 

Yet these ten million constitute labor, with a capital L. It is 
these, and their leaders, who crack the whip over Washington. 
Other workers don’t count, for only the organized have power to 
scare politicians. : 

The proof that congressmen and other statesmen are playing 
politics, and not trying to do what is right and just, is in the fact 
that laws protect the well-paid and organized, who need little pro- 
tection, while nothing is done to protect the poorer workers who 
are robbed by racketeers and blackmailers. The notorious hod 
carriers’ union, which preys on unskilled workers, has taken mil- 
lions from common laborers on war projects. They pay or they are 
not permitted to work. 

Free men have the right to form unions. They did it, in the 
first place, out of hard necessity, They were treated like cattle: 
forced to work long hours at starvation wages, in dangerous and 
unsanitary factories, and fired at the whim of the boss. They had 
no rights whatever. 

It is not unionism that people now resent, but the abuse of power 
especially by labor bosses—some of them notorious crooks.

PHILADELPHIA, April 20.— 
(7)—The Office of Price Admin- 
istration intends to relax automo- 


bile rationing regulations “in a 
week or 10 days” to help defense 
workers get new cars, Rolf Nu- 
gent; chief of the rationing sec- 
tion. of OPM, announced today. 

“We must deliver the cars to 
the people who need them,” Nu-| 
gent told the Pennsylvania Auto- 
motive Association convention. 
“We could lose this war by fail- 
ure to get defense workers to their 
jobs. We need passenger cars to 
help do this because’ ardinary 
transportation will not suffice.” 

The Army probably will ask the 
freezing of more automobiles in 
what is known as “Pool A”’— 
those currently available to eli- 
gible buyers, Nugent said. In ad- 
dition, approximately 136,000 au- 
tomobiles are already frozen for 
use by the Army and Navy and 
possible distribution to defense 
workers after March 2, 1943. 
Changes in eligibility require- 
ments, enabling more persons to 
buy cars, are contemplated, he in- 
dicated.

2. Position: Assume a semi-sit- 
ting position on the floor, with 
legs together and straight down, 
but leaning back on your elbows 
with weight on forearms. 

Movement: Roll away over on 
one side, then back across the hips 
and over on the other side. Keep 
rolling for 10 counts and _ rest. 
Then repeat, but this time have 
feet off the floor, legs straight, 
as you roll. 

3. Position: Lie face downward 
on the floor, legs straight down. 

Movement: Raise alternate legs 
from the hips, high up in back. 
Keep knees straight and strongly 
tense the fleshy hip muscles as you 
raise legs. Continue for 20 counts, 
alternating legs. Rest, then finish 
by raising trunk and both legs 
together as high off floor as pos- 
sible five times. 

Those conditioners will trim you 
down to a fine form.

Now I’m going to try to print 
the common 
DANGER SIGNALS OF CANCER. 

1. Any sore that does not readily 
heal, particularly if it is in or 
about the mouth or at any other 
body orifice. 

2. Any wart or mole that 
changes in color, size or appear- 
ance; or that is situated on a part 
of the body subject to chronic or 
constant irritation from the cloth- 
ing, whether or not there is change 
in color or appearance, and par- 
ticularly if it is on one of the feet. 

3. Any lump, especially a lump 
in the. female breast. 

4. Any unusual discharge from 
any of the body cavities, particu- 
larly if it is blood-stained. 

5. Digestive disturbance or per- 
sistent discomfort purporting to be 
“indigestion” developing in a per- 
son between 45 and 65 years of 
age. 

Some people contend that the 
average reader I. Q. is that of a 
12-year-old child. I don’t know 
about that, but I believe the I. Q. 
of readers of this column is con- 
siderably higher than that and so 
I print these danger signals, con- 
fident that readers who may be- 
come at all suspicious or alarmed 
about their own trouble will act 
as intelligent people—that is, not 
worry about it but go straight to 
a physician and find out. 

After all, our greatest worries, 
fears or dreads are about what we 
do not know. Dread, doubt and 
delay are the great allies of can- 
cer. The most potent weapons we 
have for fighting cancer are, first, 
knowledge, and second, taking it 
in time.

For Canning 
Not in Sight 


5 Pounds a Year Per 
Person Quota May Re- 
main Same. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—() 
Office of Price Administration of- 
ficials said today that, while the 
announced sugar allotment of five 
pounds a year per person for home 
canning purposes was-“‘subject to 
change” later, no as$urance could 
be given at this time that an up- 
ward revision was in_ prospect 
later in the summer. 

Rationing officials conceded that 
five pounds for each ration card 
holder would compel many house- 
hold canners of fruits and vegeta- 
bles to pack less than usual this 
year, 

“On the basis of the present 
supply situation, we have no plans 
to increase the amount,” an OPA 
spokesman said. “However, if the 
supply and shipping situaticn im- 
proves, something might be done 
later, eituer by increasing the can- 
ning allotment or the regular ra- 
tion quota, which is subject to 
change from week to week.” 

This official pointed out that the 
allotment order “probably” had 


been made as stringent as possible | 


at the outset with the hope that 


more could be released later in| 


the year when the canning season 
gets into full swing. “We would 
rather be tight at the beginning 
than find ourselves in a bad situa- 
tion later,” he added. 

In designated “scarcity areas,” 
only one pound of sugar will be 
available for each person for home 
cagning during May and June,

New Legslation 
Would Provide 
ForDependents 


War Department Spon- 
sors Proposal for Larg- 
er Payments. 


WASHINGTON, April. 20.—(/P) 
Legislation sponsored by the War 
Department to provide for depend- | 
ents of enlisted men in the Army | 
and Navy was introduced in con- 
gress today, calling for payments | 
by the men themselves and by the | 
government. | 

The measure would provide $40 | 
a month for a wife and $10 addi-| 
tional for each child; $35 for one! 
parent, or $45 for two. | 

Dependents are divided into two 
classes, A and B. In class A are 
wives and children; in class B are 
parents, grandchildren, brothers 
and sisters of the men in service. 

The men would be required to 
contribute from their pay $20 a 
month if they have dependents in 
one class and $25 if they have de- 
pendents in both classes if they 
desired to take advantage of the. 
legislation. 

In addition to these payments, 
the dependents would receive al- 
lowance from the government on 
this monthly scale: Wife $20, with 
$10 additional for each child; one 
child and no wife $15, with $10 
each additional child; 
divorced wife who has. been 
awarded alimony $20; one parent. 
$15; two parents $25; each grand- | 
child, brother and sister $5. | 

Additional payments by the Feé- | 
eral Security Administration would | 
be authorized in any cases’ where | 
it was found that these allowances | 
were insufficient for actual living | 
expenses. “ 

The bill would affect all enlisted 
men in the Army from the lowest
